Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 
and 10 are fully considered and are not found persuasive. 

Regarding the word "flexible", the Examiner agrees that "flexible" means "capable of being bent" or "a thing to be bent, twisted or turned 

without breaking". With certain amount of applied force, the pin in Nolen can be bent/deformed without breaking it. The definitions do 

not require a thing must be bent repeatedly as asserted by the Applicant. Therefore, Nolen meets the claim language. 

Regarding the phrase "thumb ringlet having an open portion and a hold", the loop or the ring forms an open portion. 

Regarding the material of the pin, the use of plastic pin or rivet is well known in art the art. See Lofland (5,440,789), col. 5, lines 9-19. 

Regarding the argument with respect to the location of the pin, the suspension function of the loop a4 is optional. As the pin location is 

moved, the scissors can be hung to a garment from the loop B3. 
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
